A. U.S. Patent No. 5,678,045 

The '045 patent was cited as an X-type reference in a'Search Report for a corresponding 
Patent Cooperation Treaty patent application. An X-type reference is of particular relevance; the 
claimed invention cannot be considered novel or cannot be considered to involve an inventive 
step when taken alone. 

B. Japanese Reference No. 08-097853 

Based solely on the drawings and the corresponding Derwent English language Abstract, 
the '853 reference is pertinent because it appears to disclose a method of transmitting email 
without requiring addresses of partners to be specifically identified. 
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The '853 reference and the corresponding Derwent English language Abstract were cited 
as X-type references in a Search Report for a corresponding Patent Cooperation Treaty patent 
application. 

C. Japanese Reference No. 10-083362 

Based solely on the drawings and the corresponding Derwent English language Abstract, 
the '362 reference is pertinent because it appears to disclose filling in the name of a person 
included in the back text field into an address field. The name of the person is converted into an 
email address. 

The '362 reference and the corresponding Derwent English language Abstract were cited 
as X-type and P-type references in a Search Report for a corresponding Patent Cooperation 
Treaty patent application. A P-type reference is published prior to the international filing date 
but later than the priority date claimed, 
m. CONCLUSION 

It is believed that none of these references, alone or in combination, disclose or suggest 
the invention claimed. However, Applicants wish to make it clear that the disclosure of the 
above references is in no way an admission that they qualify as prior art. It is Applicants' desire,
